There are 360,000,000 persons 
in- India—and by 1960 they ex- 
pect the total to be 400,000,000. 
There is also an overpopulation 
of livestock. So, there is no fuel, 
the grass is over-grazed and the 
ancient problems are multiplied 
because here, as land has been di- 
vided by owners, it has come 
down to two and three acres per 
person and there is no chance for 
good land practices—if they were 
known, which they were not. The 
cow dung is, of necessity, made 
into fuel cakes, which burn like 
peat. It does not go back into the 
starving land. 

Yet, tke positive picture is 
here. It must be exciting, though 
greatly frustrating at times, to 
be a young Indian. The future, 
if enormously complicated, and 
seemingly impossible, is there. 
There is so much to be done and 
there is a growing will to do it. 

The villages, if given a casual 
look, seem to be but a collection 
of mud huts, and narrow, dusty 
passage ways, and the people ill- 
clad, dirty and _ half-primitive. 
Actually, they are as kindly and 
as decent a people as one could 
find. If many are dirty it is be- 
cause they know no better and 
have no opportunity to be clean. 
Water is a problem and much of 
the life is about the village well. 
Since there is no knowledge of 
sanitation it, too, is almost sure 
to be contaminated. Or, there is 
the village water-hole, with a 
green scum on it, and animals 
drinking from it, people washing 
themselves or clothes in it, and 
children wading in it. There is 
reason for the life expectancy in 
India to be a little less than 27 
years and for infant mortality to 
be shockingly high.

We hope the President meant what he 
said in telling reporters he intended to dis- 
cuss with Attorney General McGrath “every- 
thing to do with the attorney general.” In 
the opinion of most citizens, the attorney 
general has a lot to do, none of it very 
pleasant. 

The talks are coming none too soon. The 
fact that the scandals, disclosures of graft 
and the growing influence racket have oc- 
curred in the Truman administration cer- 
tainly should make it the job of the same 
administration to rectify the wrongs. Al- 
though the President cannot be held per- 
sonally responsible for all of the graft, dis- 
honest tax officials, free gifts, rumors of 
bribes, and chiseling, he can be held respon- 
sible for ending the mess. 

Let Attorney General McGrath look to 
his responsibilities as the cabinet officer 
responsible for the big clean up. Let the 
Justice department and other responsible 
agencies follow down every clue and, no mat- 
ter who is involved, bring him to jus- 
tice. Shady moral practices, not now ille- 
gal, must be unearthed for the people to see. 
Where there have been violations of the law, 
the ax must fall and the full penalty be paid.

Out of justice, it must be remembered 
that honesty in government is not the 
monopoly of any political party. The rail- 
road and Teapot Dome scandals of the Grant 
and Harding eras have been charged to the 
Republican administrations in power at the 
time. Whether Grant or Harding was 
responsible for them is not material today, 
but their administrations get the credit be- 
cause it is an easy way to identify the bad 
practices associated with the times.

The Situation 
Calls for Caution 


Atlantans are watching with interest de- 
velopments on the application for rezoning 
of property near the city’s pumping station 
on the Chattahoochee River. The issue is 
whether erection of housing on the tract will 
imperil the Atlanta water supply. 

The Fulton County planning commission 
has deferred a decision on the rezoning plea 
until Dec. 18. After the planning board’s 
action, the county commission must also pass 
on the request. 

The position of the city as stated by 


Mayor Hartsfield is that it will “exert every 
effort to prevent pollution of drinking water” 
by septic tanks at houses in the proposed 
subdivision. The mayor contends that the 
area cannot be served with sewers because 
of the low terrain. 

A spokesman for the developers says that 
the tract had already been zoned for resi- 
dence by the county and that all his com- 
pany asks is a rezoning, changing the size 
of lot frontage and acreage. 

The planning commission points out that 
it merely zones for business or residential 
purposes, that the granting of permits for 
~ houses comes within the realm of other de- 
partments, including that of health. 

Meanwhile, the possibility of regular sew- 
erage is still under discussion. 

Certainly, the situation is one that calls 
for careful consideration. We are sure that 
no one wants to do or will do anything that 
would threaten Atlanta’s water supply. Our 
water, clear, soft and pure, is one of our 
greatest blessings.

The Real Revolution 


Is Americanism 


In fighting communism it is important 
that people everywhere, including those of 
the United States, understand its true nature. 

Edwin D. Canham, editor of The Chris- 
tion Science Monitor, told the Congress of 
American Industry in New York that survi- 
val of the free world depends upon spread- 
ing the news that the United States has the 
true revolution while Soviet Russia’s Com- 
munist revolution is a reaction against all 
that mankind has fought to achieve through- 
out its history. 

This ruthless suppression of individual 
liberties, the regimentation of people like cat- 
tle in a pasture, the return to universal slav- 
ery, the extinction of all freedom—these 
Communist practices have been resisted and 
fought'throughout all the history of man. In 
Western civilization, particularly in our own 
United States, man has come near to achiev- 
ing this freedom from ruthless exploitation 
of his mind and energies by force. 

Revolutions through the centuries have 
thrown off the yokes which the so-called 
Communist revolution has returned to over 
800,000,009 people. 

Mr. Canham says wisely that our “rea” 
revolution in the United States continues. 


not new. Every administration has had its 
share of them. During this period of heavy 
government responsibilities and expenditures, 
the opportunities have been multiplied. The 
disclosures reveal weaknesses in our struc- 
ture of government, of accountability and 
law which must be corrected. 


They call for a new examination of our- - 


selves as individuals, of our moral standards, 
and for a new resolve to end corruption and 
to remove the possibilities for edging the 
rules by making the rules stronger.

As 
crime investigator Senator Kefauver says: 

“No amount of bickering and yapping will 
deter us. When we find dirt, we shall remove 
dirt. But the great democratic program 
shall continue to move forward.” 

Unless the Truman administration is to 
go down in history, along with those of 
Harding and Grant, as distinguished for 
graft and corruption, instead of for its many 
accomplishments, the President had better 
have a good, long talk with Mr. McGrath 
and Mr. McGrath had better look to his 
laurels. 

They can clean up the scandals. And then 

Congress must get to the bottom of the situa- 
tions which make them possible and give us 
legislation which not only prevents them but 
provides adequate punishment for violators. 
* * * . 
Both the American press and American busi- 
ness have “revolutionized themselves” in the 
past 50 years, Mr. Canham pointed out, but 
have failed to make this clear to the public 
in this country and have utterly fallen down 
on telling the story to the world. 

“Our economic forms, based on voluntary 
private organization, are what I call free col- 
lectivism,” he said. ‘‘They are the thoroughly 
successful and much more effective alter- 
natives to cartels on the one hand and social- 
ism on the other.” 

If American free enterprise and the 
American free press are destroyed, Mr. Can- 
ham declared, all freedoms everywhere will 
fall. Both, however, are threatened with ex- 
tinction because both have failed to main- 
tain public confidence. He wants the story 
told—the real revolution of freedom versus 
the reaction back to human slavery. 

It is significant that William J. Grede, 
who was elected president of the Associa- 
tion for 1952, started his career selling pots 
and pans from door to door to finance a col- 
lege education. Today he employs 1,100 
workers in that “voluntary” private organi- 
zation about which Mr. Canham speaks. 

Yes, indeed, the American system is the 
real revoiution. Let’s sell our ideas to the 
world.

Plan of Improvement 


Means Lower Taxes 


One of the great fears which has beset 
citizens who will come into the City of At- 
lanta on Jan. 1 under the Plan of Improve- 
ment will come to naught if present surveys 
are correct. This fear of higher taxes, played 
to the hilt by opponents of the Plan, was 
unjustified from the first. 

Unless all present calculations are wrong, 
it will actually result in considerable reduc- 
tion in ad valorem taxes. According to a 
survey recently completed, city tax assessors 
predict that the owner of a home in the an- 
nexed area now valued at $3,960 will pay 
$42.74 less taxes to the city and county than 
he now pays to the county alone. 

If present rates remain the same, the 
owners of this annexed property will pay 
total ad valorem taxes of $95.95, whereas he 
paid $138.69 to Fulton County alone during 
the current year. 

In addition to lowered taxes, the “an- 
nexed” residents will have the additional 
city services. 

In other words, he will have all of his 
present advantages, plus additional services, 
at lower cost. What better argument does 
one need for the Plan of Improvement than 
this?

it cannot be advanced with any hope of success until after the

In other words, the commit- 
tee, headed by former Sen. Ale 
bert W. Hawkes (Rep., N. J.) 
and made up of a prominent 
group of leaders in both major 
parties, found that it was im- 
practical to put forward any 
political realignment plan until 
it is seen who the presidential 
nominees will be next year. 

Those who have been spon- 
soring the ‘idea might have 
thought of this in the beginning. 
Obviously it would be prema- 
ture to make any plan for a 
working coalition between Re- 
publicans and Southern Demo- 
crats before the national con- 
ventions have met and nomi- 
nated their candidates for Presi- 


.dent and Vice-President. 


Sen. Karl Mundt (Rep., N. 
D.), who started the agitation 
for such an alliance, has pro- 
ceeded largely on the assump- 
tion that President Truman 
will be a candidate for a third 
term. He foresaw where an- 
other Southern revolt would 
be threatened if the President 
seeks re-election. 


Many Southern Democrats 
have become aroused over the 
administration’s controversial 
civil rights program, while 
others below the Mason and 
Dixon Line of a more con- 
servative stripé have been 
critical of some of the liberal 
measures under the Fair Deal 
and preceding New Deal. 


Already there exists in Con- 
gress something of an _ infor- 
mal coalition between Southern 
Democrats and Republicans. It 
has been in operation for the 
past several years, enabling the 
Republicans and the Southern- 
ers to take over contro! pretty 
much whenever they pleased. 

Senator Mundt would formal- 
ize this arrangement through 
some plan by which the coali- 
tion would be extended to na- 
tional elections, with the states 
of the traditional Democratic 
South withholding their elector- 
al votes 


from President Tru- 


man, in the event of a third 
term candidacy. 

But it is easy to see where 
the invitation for some arrange- 
ment of the kind would be nul- 
lified or withdrawn by the party 
selecting another candidate to 
head its ticket next year. If @ 
man like Gen. Dwight Eisen- 
hower or Chief Justice Fred M. 
Vinson should emerge as the 
nominee, for instance, all of the 
wind would be taken out of the 
proposed coalition sails.

There isn’t too much the world doesn’t already know about 
Baylor of Waco, Texas. It has an enrollment of 3,305 men and 1,897 
girls, all of them unquestionably ravishing creatures, for in Texas 
nothing is short of supreme. On the campus is a stadium, made 
of steel and concrete, that seats 50,000 people, but-seldom has. 

There is a field house that seats a modest 3,000, if they can 
find that many modest Texans. And there’s a baseball diamond, 
a swimming pool, a 440-yard track, 11 tennis courts, two practice 
football fields and an assistant coach named Jim Crow. 


The football and athletic business is transacted by a nice 
youngish fellow from Nebraska named George Sauer, as head 
coach and athletic director. He has been dealing fer the most 
part this season in the business of Larry Isbell, a sparsely con- 
structed quarterback who has the sensitive face of an artist, 
and is. Just behind him are a couple of all-Southwest Con- 
ference linemen, Stan Williams, an end, and Bob Athey, a guard. 
A shade behind them, on the second all-conference team, are the 
other end, Harold Riley; two tackles, Steve Dowden and Ken 
Casner; two other guards, one named John Hancock and Dick 
Calhoun, center Gale Galloway and a defensive back, Red 
Donaldson. 


Texans I know maintain that this Baylor team, the final con- 
ference standings notwithstanding, is still the best in the South- 
west. The record says so, also, for the Bears wound up with 8-1-1.

Nebraska never lost a Big Six (it’s 
Big Seven now) game while Sauer was there. In the East-West game 
at San Francisco his senior year he won the most valuable player 
award. 


With these recommendations, Sauer was graduated to the 
Green Bay Packers and then into head coaching at New Hamp- 
shire, a small pea in New England intercollegiates. He went into 
the Navy and eame out to be head coach at Kansas, and here 
he converted a punching bag into a boxer. He twice tied Okla- 
homa for the conference championship and promoted for the 
Jayhawkers their first bowl invitation in 1947, when they drew 
Tech in the Orange Bowl and lost, 20-14. 


The Naval Academy spoke for him then, and Sauer went to 
the service again. He had the tattered Academy team steered right, 
it seemed, when his “48 unit played a stunning tie with Army, and 
his 49 crew won three and tied one.

Lady in Waiting Job Open- 
Apply at Buckingham Palace 


LONDON, Dec. 10—(INS)—One of the most exacting and ex- 
citing jobs in the world is vacant and there are many eager applicants 


for the post. 

The job is lady-in-waiting to 
Britain’s tireless and fun-loving 
Princess Margaret, whose re- 
sponsibility and public duties 
have tremendously increased 
since she came of age last Au- 
gust. 

Pretty 23-year-old Jennifer 
Bevan has held the job for three 
years but is leaving early next 
year to marry Capt. John Low- 
ther, 27-year-old World War II 
veteran. 

The gap left by Jennifer will 
be a big one. This laughing, 
slant-eyed young beauty has 
been a tremendous success in 
steering the impish Margaret 
through the Usual royal court 
routine and curbing the impet- 
uous princess when she occa- 
sionally desired to kick over the 
traces when on public show. 

Now that the princess has her 
own privy purse of $16,800 a 
vear it is believed she will take 
the unusual step of appointing 
two ladies-in-waiting at salaries 
which are around $1,400 a year 
each. 

One is certain to be chosen 
from her own circle of acquaint- 
ances and about her own age. 
The second might be a young 
married woman. Several of 
Princess Margaret’s friends have 
married in the past year. 

Being a lady-in-waiting is no 
sinecure. Her official hours of 
duty are from 9 a. m. until 5 
p. m. attending to the myriad 
details of protocol and split-sec- 


ances so that engagements of 
the princess never clash. 

But the job also entails late 
evening engagements like thea- 
ters and dances and occasional 
night clubbing until the early 
hours. 


Every moring just before 9 
a. m. the lady-in-waiting arrives 
at Buckingham Palace and re- 
ceives the salutes of the police- 
men and footmen on duty. The 
palace elevator takes her up to 
the princess’ suite on the second 
floor and the day’s work begins. 

Mail must be opened and ar- 
ranged. Only the letters bearing 
the royal family’s secret person- 
al code are left to the princess to 
handle. 

Although the princess will say 
how she wishes replies to be 
made, the lady-in-waiting drafts 
these and dictates for typing. 

The routine for the day is 
plotted to ensure everything 
runs smoothly. Invitations to 
theaters and week-end parties 
are sorted for approval. 

Officialy the day ends at 5 
p. m. but the lady-in-waiting is 
always on call to make up a 
foursome or attend theaters and 
dances. 

The lady-in-waiting, too of- 
ten plays the part of “stooge” 
to cover some unexpected inci- 
dent. 

One famous royal personage 
once told her lady-in-waiting: 

“Please pay no attention to 
anything strange I may say. to 
you in public. I often chatter 
inconsequently to help cover up

“Youth in the Russian zone 


has no means of keeping up with 
present-day events except by 
radio. They know nothing 
about the free world,” she said. 
LISTENERS GET NEWS 

The visiting German mother, 
who is in the states under the 
auspices of the State Depart- 
ment, indicated that programs 
channeled to the Russian sector 
are “political” in nature, inas- 


much as these youths must be 
informed as to the general trend 
of life in the American sector 
as well as other parts of the 
world. 

“They are not allowed to read 
magazines nor newspapers, so 
all news information must be 
supplied by radio,” she said. 

The Russians, by prohibiting 
these young people accéss to the 
outside world, are defeating 
their own purpose, according to 
the visitor. Programs spon- 
sored by Free Radio station in 
Berlin receive hundreds of let- 
ters from listeners. In these 
letters are requests for more 
news, information concerning 
lost parents and relatives, and 
for aid in planning the future, 

“We answer many of the let- 
ters on the air without reveal- 
ing names and places men- 
tioned,” she stated. ‘“‘We also 
give much advice and help in a 
way that listeners will under- 
stand that his or her request is 
being answered.” 


SHE WRITES PROGRAMS 


German programs run much 
longer than American programs, 
she says, sometimes about two 
hours and are presented with- 
out commercials. Revenue is 


_ supplied through payment of 


two marks per month by indi- 
vidual owners. 

Frau Kegler-Behr writes her 
own ‘programs: and plans each 
broadcast, slanting subject mat- 
ter towards young people be- 


tween the ages of 15 and 25. 
She does not forget the enter- 
tainment angle for her unseen 


listeners. There are several 
plays given each week to help 
listeners keep pace with cul- 
tural aspects of life. 

During her swing across the 
United States, the German 
woman said she was most im- 
pressed by the high standard of 
living which is in evidence ev- 
erywhere. Secondly, she noted 
that private organizations car- 
rying on social work were in 
sharp contrast to life in Ger- 
many where all children receive 
the same standard of education.

HOW YOU CAN PROTECT 
THE RIGHTS YOU HAVE 


You as an individual have many rights granted to you. 
It’s up to you to protect those rights. When an act is 
committed which violates a law of the community, that’s 
a crime, and it’s the duty of the public authorities to do 
something about it. But when an act is committed which 
violates your personal legal rights, the law gives you 
the means to protect yourself and leaves it up to you 


- to do so. 


What are some of those rights you have? Well, broadly 
speaking, you have a right to personal safety, to freedom, 
to the possession and comfortable enjoyment of property. 
There are many, many ways in which a person might 
infringe upon those rights. He might defraud or deceive 
you out of your property, he might endanger your per- 
sonal security, he might injure you or damage your prop- 
erty or prevent you from enjoying it. When there is an 
unlawful violation of your rights you have redress in an 


action for damages against the violator. 


Just as another person may violate your rights, so too 
may you violate the rights of others and be liable to a 


suit for damages. 


Whenever you think your personal security, your free- 
dom, or the enjoyment of your home or other property is 
jeopardized, you should consult a qualified lawyer. And 
you should see him before you perform an act which 
might jeopardize the rights of others. He will know 
whether an act is wrong and can advise you what to do. 
He can also advise you as to your liability for the acts 
of others, such as members of your family or employees. 


Although the law provides you with the means to 
protect your life, your home, your family and your 
possessions, it’s up to you to take care of yourself. Pro- 
tect your personal rights. Respect the rights of others. 
And consult a competent lawyer whenever your rights 


are endangered and whenever you fear you may be
